George McGovern received a tre- 
Imendous reception in 工 .A: China- 
town at a fund-raising banquet 
sponsored by Asian Americans for 
McGovern . 

The banquet，held on May 25， 
was the first time in a presidential 
campaign that Asian-Americans 
from the Chinese，Filipino，Japa- 
nese and Korean communities have 
organized in support of one candi- 
date. 

Nearly 900 Asian Americans at- 


tended the banquet held at the 入 
Golden Dragon Restaurant. But 
due to the large turnout,，150 had 


to be accommodated at the near- 
by Golden Palace Restaurant. 


In a ten-minute speech，McGov- : 
ern outlined his policy against the : 


war in Vietnam and denounced 
the racial prejudice against Asians 
thatunderlies the current adminis- 
tration's Vietnamization policy in 
Southeast Asia. 


“The Vietnamization policy is a 


statement，in effect，that Asian 
lives are less valuable than Ameri- 
can lives” McGovern said. 

“It operates on the assumption 
that the American people will ac- 
cept this war as long as we can 
stand at a safe distance and sub- 
ject helpless Asian peasants to one 
of the most terrible bombard- 
ments in all the history of modern 
warfare.” 

MecGovern urged Americans to 
take a new looKk at Asia and recog- 


nize the achievements of her rich 


cultural heritage.“More than ever 
before，this society of ours needs 
the rich and unique contributions 
of its Asian-American citizens, he 
said .

The station, an affiliate of Gold- 
en West Broadcasting，has tenta- 
tively agreed to hire a part-time 
consultant who will also produce 
and moderate one half-hour show 
Per week concerning the Asian 
community. 工 he program will be 
Part of a daily weekday minority 
community show， “Gallery， 
which is alreadqy in existence. 

The demands were Presented to 


the station on Thursday, May 18， 


by representatives of various Asian 
organizations，including the Los 
Angeles Joint Chinese Association， 
the Japanese American Citizens 
League，and the Chinatown Com- 
munity Council. 


DISAPPOINTED 


Members of the Asian commu- 
nity who heard 玫 TLA'S response 
were generally disappointed with 
the station's concessions and man- 
ner of dealing with the commtu- 
Dity. 

George Takei of the JACL said， 
“The most crucial concern Was 
that they (KKTLA) do not show 
Fu Manchu any more，We were 
Successful in doing that, but only 
after damasge had been done ...I 
don't think it's anything that we 
can be very satisfied about or any- 
thing that affected them .” 

Paul Louie of the Los Angeles 
Human Relations Commission 
said，Tm not completely satisfied 
with the meetings，but the con- 
cession that was made about the

Part-time consujtant is a step in 
the right direction. It is most im- 
portant that we establish a work- 
ing rapport of good faith so that 
we can work more constructively 
with them in the future. 

The demands for the Asian ccn- 
sultant were not imnmediately met 
by 必 ILA, however. 

At the_ beginning of the negotia- 
tions，the _ station informed the 
Asian comimunities that budget re- 
strictions made it impossible to 
hire a full-time Aslian consultant 
and that an Asian would have to 
wait for a _ departmental opening 
as a secretary or accountant. 

According to Richard Eong， 
President of the USC Chinese Stu- 
dents Association,， Somehow dur- 
ing the discussions their budget 
restrictions disappeared，and 工 
wonder whether those restrictions 
were really there to begin with . . . 
There ls no doubt im my mind 
that they were trying to get away 
with doing as little as they could.” 

LIP SERVICE 

Richard Wong，Ppresident of the 
Chinatown Community Council of 
Greater Los Angeles，was more 
direct in his accusations. 

“Im disappointedqd that there's 
been a lot of lip service. (Station 
officials) say，'Tm sorry that it 
happened，but do nothing to rec- 
tify the situation . . . say，Im con- 
cerned，but do not offer anything 
Substantive to show concern . . . 
say that there is going to. be real 
change in policy or a real adber- 
ence to an affirmative action-type 
Policy and again create no real 
mechanism for it to happen,， he 
sald . 

Members of the Asian commu- 
nity are awaiting 3a letter of con- 
firmation from 天 ILA manage- 
Iment this week concerning the 
areas agreed upon by KILA and 
the Asian organizations. 

In the meantime, the Asian Com- 
munity Review Board，a recently 
formed committee to oversee films 


: and scripts concerning Asians, will 


be meeting with 术 ITLA personnel 


“in an attempt to“sensitize”them 


to the concerns of the Asian coma- 
munities. 

Richard Fong summed up the 
essence of the Asian involvement 
in the protest and demands by 
stating，“ hope that more and 
more Aslian Americans will realize 
that we must Protest and voice 
our complaints about what we feel 
in unjust. If we had not adamantly 
stood for what we believed,KTLA 
would still be showing films that 
contribute to the racial prejudice 
that exilsts in the United States; 
we would not have the input that 
the Asian community will soon be 
having in the form of the Asian

After the Meiji Reform, in the period 1872-79 (from 
the 5th to the 12th year of Meiji，the Tenno Sovern- 
ment forcibly carried out the so-called “RyUkyu dis- 
bosal,” conquered the centuries-old Ryukyu Kingdom， 
and _ turned this former colony of the feudal lord 
Shimazu into a colony of the Tenno system under the 
name “OKkinawa Prefecture.” Naturally，the area of 
OKinawa Prefecture did not exceed the territorial limit 
of the:former Ryukyu Kingdom，

realized the youthfulness of .the 


Chinese national dance movement. 
During pre-World War II years 
China had little to show in the 
way of a dance movement. Serious 
study of this aspect of Chinese 
culture began only a scant few 
decades ago，one of the Pioneers 
being Dai Ailian， 戴 爱 第 

Born in 1916 in Trinidad，West 
JIndies，of Chinese .parentage，Dai 
Ailian showed great dancing talent 
as a child. In 1931 she left for 
England to study at the Jooss 
School of Ballet at Dartington 
Hall in Devon. Her sojourn in Brit- 
ain lasted nine years, during which 
Period she worked variously under 
dancers Anton Dolin，Marie Ram- 
bert，and Margaret Graske，and 
also acquired some film and stage 
eXperience. 

In spite of the promise of a 
career in the West，young Miss Dai 
decided that her career should be 
with her people in China，and in 
1940 the 24-year-old left for China 
via Hong Kong. Her goal Io 
study the Chinese dance. This was 
Dai Ailian's first trip to her ances- 
tral ljand, and at this time she did 
not even know how to speak Chi- 
Desel 

China was then in the miqdst of 
the war with Japan. Working con-

cans,， and Chinese as well, became 


acquainted for the first timne with 
China's rich heritage of folk 
dances. In the winter of 1947 Dai 
Ailian retured to China. 

When Dai Ailian was in the U.S. 
she met various groups in the Chi- 
nese community and demonstrat- 
ed her work to them. A fewzyears 
later the seeds-she sowed here bore 
fruit as some community groups 
began to show interest in the Chi- 


nese folk dance, One of the pio- 


neer groups was Mun Ching, a Chi- 
nese youth club in San Francisco. 
In December 1950 this group gaye 
what was probably the first per- 
formance of an authentic Chinese 
folk dance (other than the lion or 
dragon dances of Kwangtung by a 
San Francisco community group. 
JIn subsequent years other groups 
in the commnuinity also became in- 
terested in the Chinese dance. An 
outstanding group is the Chinese 
Folk Dance Association (CFDA) 
of the Chinese Recreation Center， 
formed in 1959. The association is 
well known in _ California folk

study, with emnphasis laid on build- 
ing a national repertoire from Chi- 
nese andAsian rnaterials. 

Under Principal Dai"s guidance， 


. the school has been eminently suc- 


cessful and has led to the estab- 
lishing of similar schools in other 
Parts of China. During recent years 
talented theatrical troupes staffed 
with many graduates of this pro- 
gram have been hailed and ap- 
plauded during extensive tours in 
Europe，Canada，South America 
and Asia.、 With the development 
of a new relationship between 
China and the U.S. during the.last 
year，we can expectantly look for- 
ward to the day when the visit of 
Chinese troupes performing Pro- 
grams representative of the mod- 
ern Chinese dance movement will 
also enrich cultural life in this 
country.

John Yehall Chin,，60, a member 
of the Human Rights Commission， 
noted that 27 per cent of the 
Community College's studentbody 
is Asian. He then pointed to the 
need for Oriental representation 
on _ the Community College Dis- 
trict Board. 

“City College and the adult divi- 
sion are very important to the 
city,'”said Chin, a president of the 
Chinese SixX Companies. “There 
are 15,000 daytime students and 
500 evening students now attend- 
ing City College. And the number 
of students in the adult division 
numbers 67,000. The annual bud- 
get is $25% million. That's a big 
sum of money and the educational 
institution ls a big one. 

“In November of last year; the 
Voters created a new Community 
College District Board. he reason 
IEm interested is because so many 
of the students at the Community 
College are Oriental.” 

Chin declared that he is in favor 
of the Affirmative Action Pro- 
gram，which has Placed a freeze 
upon hiring any new nonzminority 
group members for administrative 
and counselor positions until the 
Percentage of minority grouPp 
members in those poslitions is com- 
Inmensurate with the percentage in 
the student body. 

“The school administrators and 
faculty of minority groups is very 
small. If elected，[L1 work for in- 
creasing the members of minority 
groups in these positions.” 

On the issue of the 卫 xperimental 
College，which has lately come 
under attack，Chin admitted that 
he does not know enough about 
the College，bnut said that he felt 
that every _ channel to education 
should be opened up. 

工 he candidate called for extend- 
ing more of the adult education 
Program to the community. He be- 
lieved that it should be easier for 
adults to attend school. According 
to Chin，at Present there are four 
adult classes in Chinatown, and he 
felt that there should be more. 

As to funding，Chin stated,“ 
think the College is running on a 
Sound financial basis. But I think 
there should be more funding to 
expand programs.” When ques- 
tioned as to where such funding 
will come from, Chin asserted that 
he will have to look into that. 

Concerning the adequacy of the 
federal aid program，Chin stated， 

“Many Chinese do not have enough 
Ioney to go to school， That's 
why the Community College is 
good 一 it doesn't cost any money 
to attend there. With the cost of 
other colleges _ rising， probably 
more and more students will at- 
tend City College，so federal aid 
should be increased.” 

Asked about whether he favors 
the right of instructors to Strike， 
Chin replied,“TIt depends on the 
issues whether or not they do, but 
TI don't know enough about that 
point.”

He said he felt that ethnic stud- 
ies classes Should be established 让 
they do not already exist and i 
enough students want to _ learn 
abonut their cultures. 

As to whether present bilingual 
programs are sufficient，Chin 
stated,， “TheESL program is being 
used_now. But many immigrants 
are not able to speak proper Eng- 
lish, so it might be a good idea to 
expand the program for the 
Spanish-speaking students as well 
as the Oriental students.” 

“Idon't think that's good,”re- 
plied Chin when questioned about 
the existence of administrative 
duplication of labom an accusation 
which an Opponent has leveled at 
the Community College adminis- 
tration.“T don't know if it's true， 
but when I get in, Dll check up on 
that.” 

In regard to whether he has any 
criticisms os the way the Commu- 
nity College District is currently 
running，Chin salid that right now 
he does not have the““whole pic:- 
ture,， but that once he gets in 
he 山 “check out the money and 
see 这 it's being accounted for and 
review and evaluate all programs.2” 

Ihe candidate pointed to his ex- 
Perience in working with youth in 
qualifying him to sit on the Com- 
munity College Board. “I have 
been associated with youth since 
1931. From 1931 to 1956,I was 
an administrator of St Mary':s 
Chinese Language School， Since 
1956,I have been the principal of 
that school. TIve taught a special 
class for new immigrants for ten 
years and was an Army Air Force 
English instructor-interpreter for 
three years. 

Chin is running on a slate whose 
members are each Supporting one 
another. The other members of 
the slate are Louis Conlan，Rey- 
nold Colvin，Pierre Brigaerts Jr.， 
Peter Finnegan，Lynn Giubbini， 
and Doris Ward. 

In addition，he has received en- 
dorsements from Don Fazackerly， 
Vernon 开 Kaufman， Prof. Lloyd 
Luchmann, and Burl Toler.

Ngal Ho Hong，57,，a Chinatown 
attorney who represented Mothers 
Support Neighborhood Schools be- 
fore the California Supreme Court 
in an anti-busing case，declared 
that he is running for the Commu- 
nity College District Board in 
order to“bring a greater degree of 
representation to _ students of mi- 
nority races SO that they can 
establish a better understanding 
and relationship with the collegs 
administration and the comrmu- 
naty. 2 

However,， though Hong wants to 
bring about a greater representa- 
tion of the Asian community， he 
has some serious misgivings about 
minority recruitment and is op- 
posed to the Affirmative Action 
Program . 

“LI am very much opposed to 
hiring in order to meet some 
quota.TIwould like to see a g 氏 eater 
representation of Asians on the 
faculty and administration，but 
hiring must be based upon impar- 
tial qualification standards with- 
out regard to color，religion，or 
ethnic origin . 

“The quality of 2 
should be the Prime motivation 
for their being hired. If an indi- 
vidual，no_ matter what his race， 
does not come up to standards, 
would not want him to be hired. 

Concerning the hiring of women， 
Hong said he wanted to make sure 
they would make a career out of 
their jobs and not simnply work for 
a short period of time，before he 
would hire them . 

He would like to see the estab- 
lishment of a policy which would 
give the minority students equal 
opportunities for jobs and Posi- 
tions in the community，compat- 
ible with their individual abilities. 

Regarding _ ethnic studies，Hong 
salid,“Td like to see People study 
Asian or Black Studies in order to 
obtain an appreciation of the ben- 
efits of each_ culture，rather than 
for the purpose of identity. Each 
culture has its good points and its 
bad points; ethnic studies should 
be given with the objective of 
broadening the knowledge of all 
students as to the cultural contri- 
butions of a particular group，not 
to _ teach something like black 
Power or yellow power.” 

Due to the fact that Community 
College is tuition-free， coupled 
with the fast-rising costs of other 
institutions， Hong foresees the 
Possibility of more and more stu- 
dents gravitating to the Commu- 
nity College for two years before 
going on to another college or uni- 
Versity. 

工 his，he said，would put a_ tre- 
mendous strain on the Community 
College，its _ facilities would soon 
become inadequate， and more 
funds would be ， needed， Such 
funds could be attained，Hong 
felt，either by increasing the bud- 
get of Community College or else 
charging an admission fee. 

The candidate felt some concern 
about the degree of expertise of 
some faculty members. “JI _ have 
heard stories from students of

some teachers Simply telling jokes 
in_ class without teaching, as well as 
some instructors indoctrinating 
students. This has no Place in a 
classroom. 工 would advocate close 
and careful supervision of the de- 
gree of proficiency employed by 
faculty members.” 

Hong criticized the 下 xperimen- 
tal College,， as well.“I am not bp- 


posed to _ the 了 xperimnental Co 


lege，bnut sorne restrictions shouldqd 
be placed upon the courses offered 
in it For instance，there was a 
story in the papers a while ago of 
a knife-throwing class being of- 
fered there. Students should be 
able to learn things of a non- 
academic nature，but there is no 
reason for taxpayers having to 
support something like this. There 
should be some check placed upon 
what classes are taught.” 

As a matter of convenience， 
Hong felt，the services that_are 
offered at the main、 campus of 
Community College should also be 
offered at the branch campuses, so 
that the widest possible range of 
people could benefit from them. 

Regarding the right to strike for 
faculty members, Hong stated,“If 
you deny them the right to strike， 
they could claim that their rights 
have been infringed Upon，bnut 
there are other considerations，as 
well. If they strike and a long im- 
Passe results, the students will suf- 
fer. The teachers” services can be 
equated with those of doctors，or 
firemen，or policermen，so that a 
Strike could be a club held over 
the heads of taxpayers， I don't 
think that there is any clear-cut 
answer to that.”
